Andrew continues: "Your comments ; ebout the ZR are interesting. When 
Fete put the last issue , he Mentioned Be was going to make it an annual 
endeavour . Re did try to get one out earlier than one ye ar ; but due to 
personal life he's been unable to. I think Mike will do just fine. ((Now 
tba t you mention it, I remember his idea to go annual . As you know , it's 
out now — more on that later — and I admit I was a bit rattled to read Mike , 
speaking of himself , using terms like *tiiae constraints 11 and "burnout " but 
those comments were, in all likelihood, written back in February or earlier 
and in the latest CCC he outlines his plans for the ZR. One thing I might 
suggest, if you're reading this bit, Mike, is since you have sn excess of 
free time once the school year ends, why not postpone the ZR until then?

Somewhat aside, I think it's a 
good idea for newcomers not to play more than one game in a zioe. First off, 
it's good to expose yourself to different players and styles of play and 
secondly you don't risk facing what I face whenever the Canadian Diplomat 
reaches my door — games worth of letters to dash off.))

This trip to the maga?ino rack brings contrasting editorials from 
GameFix#<f and Fire fit Movement #99. It seems that 3W Sent out a flyer which 
featured glowing quotations from one R, B^rg, but not THAT R. Berg, noted 
geme designer and critic. It might hnve been cute h^d they emphasized so but 
they didn't, drawing ire from Jon C ompton in GameFix. F£Ji tried to fluff it 
off which puts GameFix on the side of the angels, and estabf ish*£ them as 
outsiders in a world where the "competitors" are just o little too close for 
my liking. I will be following this publication. 

The previously mentioned F&K has a write-up on the re-release of old 
£PI games: Battles for the Ardennes, Leningrad, WW I , and Battle for Germany. 
The first, I've never played so 1 can't comment. Leningrad has long been a 
favourite of mine. The German player almost never wins but it's always SO 
close that you want to try it a* ain. The latter two panics ore former L&T 
issue games. Battle for Germany is also lots of fun. The hook here is that 
one player takes the Western allies and the East front Germans while the 
other pleys the west front Germans and the Russians (& Yugoslavians). Both 
players attsck and defend each turn — great fun. W/I did a good job of 
reflecting the drain of repeated offensive pushes with its 5 combat phases 
per turn and ccstly combat results table. The one thing I wish this article 
would hf-tve done is to detail what revisions , if any, have been made with encn 
game so I know if it's worth having a look. From an illustration I can see 
they've added some terrain features to the Leningrad map (which can only make 
the attacking German's job harder) and the article mentions that the >A-iI 
gaeie ' s map has had the Caucasius region added, but not the Middle East. For 
that I would suggest JW's old War To End Wars froui a few years back. For 
a WW I game it's reasonably quick and eventful. 

Strategy & Tactics 17J is just out of the envelope. The issue game is 
The Thirty Years War. Cnnsiderinf the scale, I'm glad to see the map is done 
in areas rather than hexes. Though it's colourful, the graphics suffer in 
comparison bo the Wargemers effort from several years apo but that one's not 
readily available and, besides, the new one is by Joe Miranda so 1*11 give it 
a try- l£"
